QUEEN’s THEATRE.—In consequence of the Olympic Theatre 
being closed on Wednesdays and Fridays during Lent, Mr. J. 
Vining, has taken this Theatre, and has engaged the company 
of that éstablishment to perform here. He last night opened with 
four popular Burlettas, One Hour, The Beulah Spa, The Ring 
Doves, and A Quiet Day, which went off with great spirit. We 
bave no doubt Mr. Vining will find it’a profitable speculation, if 
we are to judge from this coup d’essat, for the house was 
crowded, and it would be strange if anentertainment of such 
superior quality were not attractive. Every thing is so well 
done that one might fancy oneself in the Olympic, where Mr. 
J. Vining has long been stege-manager, with credit to himself, 
and profit to the concern. 

A promenade Concert, a laValentino, so called from a popular 
musical director at Paris, took place at the Crown and Anchor 
vesterday evening. A band of seventy performers, selected from 
the Covent Garden and Drury Lane orchestras, played a variety 
of. waltzes, quadrilles, and overtures, with great spirit, and much 
to the delight of a numerous auditory. 

The Concerts, a la Musard, which were to have been given 
at Covent Garden Theatre on Wednesdays and Frideys during 
Lent, have been prohibited by the Lord Chamberlain. Why, 
we should like toknow ? The Lord Chamberlain would not pro- 
hibit the performances miscalled Oratorios, where sacred and pro- 
fane music was alternately sung. It is time that the legislature 
should interfere in this matter ; it does seem particularly bard 
that whilst all other trades and professions are allowed to exer- 
cise their respective callings,the players alone are restricted from 
theirs on two days out of six during Lent. The Queen holds 
her levees on Wednesdays, Parliament sits on the forbidden 
days, and beyond the jurisdiction of the Lord Chamberlain, even 
Theatres are kept open. es.
